Denies Discussing Divorce. 

The Major denied he ever told 
Miss Brandon that he and his wife 
were not living together and said 
he never discussed divorce 
her. They corresponded -after 
return to Fort Riley, he said. 

Maj. Shepard, 63-year-old Army 
doctor, is on trial in United States 
District Court here for a second 
time. At his first trial he was 
convicted and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. Mrs. Zenona Shepard, 
his second wife, died at Fort Riley, 
Kan., June 15, 1929. 

When he took the stand he was 
taken quickly over his career by his 
attorney. He said his first 
and his daughter five 
vears later at the age of 18. He 
joined the army in 1917, 

After he became an officer, he 
said, he became chief of the medical 
service at Whipple Baracks, Pres- 
cott, Ariz. During the time he and 
his second wife weer there, he said, 
“that was no reproach of her con- 


| duct.” 


“Smelled Liquor on Her Breath.” 

They then went to Fort 3liss, 
Tex., and then to Fitzsimmons Hos- 
pital at Denver. There, he said: “I 
smelled liquor on her breath and 
found several bottles.”

Mrs. Shepard's 
mother went with them. 

The mother, he said, had “had 
mental trouble.” She became “vio- 
lently insane on the boat” and was 
taken back to the United States on 
the same ship by Mrs. Shepard. 
They were in the Philippine Islands 
two years. 

Before their marriage, he said, he 
had never seen his second wife 
drunk, but had smelled whisky. On 
their wedding trip to San Diego, he 
said, he found several whisky bot- 
tles in the bathroom in their hote) 
room. 

“IT asked her where they came 
from. She said she was-tired and 
had drunk the contents. I scolded 
her about it.” 

Later, he said he knew she drank 
“at times but not to excess.” 

Statement Introduced. 

A statement made to Department 
of Justice Agents by Maj. Shepard 
on March 17, 1930, after his arrest 
in Denver, Colo., were read into 
the record. 

In the statement Shepard denied 
he ever carried in his medical kit 
the kind of poison from which Mrs. 
Shepard died. He later admit- 
ted the untruth of this asser- 
tion and ascribed misstatements to 
the agents to the fact he was talk- 
ing to strangers and did not see 
any reason for disclosing his pri- 
vate life to them. 

The picture given by Shepard in 
the statement was that of a nor- 
mal home with exception of his 
wife’s drinking. There was no pend- 
ing divorce on either side, he said. 

In the statement he said his wife 
was beneficiary of his 
policies. Miss Brandon testified he 
had made them over to her. 

The statement was read from her 
original shorthand notes by a Gov- 
ernment stenographer, Jane H. 
Leader. Foundation for reading of 
the statement was laid by examina- 
tion of two former Department of 
Justice agents, F. J. Sticken and S. 
J. McAfee, both of Denver, who 
were with Agent Raymond J. Caf- 
frey when he arrested Shepard.

Maloy, whose dictatorship over 
the union was marked by murders, 
strikes, bombings and_= terrorism, 
was free on-bond on a Federal in- 
dictment charging him with income 
tax evasion. The Government ac- 
cused him of failing to pay $81,059 
on income of $350,039 allegedly 
earned by him from 1929 to 1933. 

Maloy organized the operators’ 
union in 1917 and was czar of its 
activities through the succeeding 
vears of strife. He was questioned 
in connection with three killings, 
arrested for graft, extortion, con- 
spiracy, assault and battery. 

Special Assistant United States’ 
Attorney Joseph P. O’Connell, who 
obtained the Federal income tax 
indictments against Maloy, was 
driving north just a short distance 
behind the Maloy car. He drove up 
a few seconds after the killing. 

Maloy escaped several other at- 
tempts on his life and person. The 
first threat was made in a tele- 
phone call in 1920. In December of 
that year he was struck on the 
head by a brick while horseback 
riding. In 1926 he was_ reported 
sought by a band of hired killers 
for assassination. The following 
vear mysterious assailants fired at 
him on his way home. 


RAZOR BLADE-STUDDED CLUBS 
USED BY FRENCH STRIKERS 


600 Fight Police at Steel Mills; 20 
Workers and Two Guards Are 
Injured. 

By the Associated Press. 

VALENCIENNES, France, Feb. 
4.—Striking steel workers, swinging 
clubs studded with razor blades, 
clashed with police today at Trith- 
Saint Leger, near here, carrying off 
20 injured when finally routed. Two 
mobile guards were seriously hurt. 

Six hundred strikers who sought 
to prevent workers from returning 
to the steel mills, tore up the streets 
and built barricades out of paving 
From vantage points they 
threw missiles on guard reinforce- 
ments who came charging in, 
mounted and afoot. While the 
strikers were wielding their blade- 
studded clubs and hurling paving 
blocks, guards broke rifles over the 
backs of belligerents. One mount- 
ed guard, stabbed with a knife, was 
not expected to live. 

Two hundred guards, after mak- 
ing six arrests, patrolled the town 
to keep order. They were outnum- 
bered ten to one by the strikers, who 
have been out since Jan. 17 in pro- 
test against a 10 per cent pay cut.

BERLIN, Feb. 4.—German offi- 
Cials described the 
French agreement on the questions 


of German rearmament and secur- 
ity-as “old stuff.” England and 
France agreed to recognize Ger- 
many’s right to arms equality if 
it returned to the League of Na- 
tions and proposed a five-Power 
military aviation alliance. 

“With the exception of the value 
of the aviation clause, the Anglo- 
French accord presents nothing 
new,’ said one official. “Germany’s 
return to Geneva is thrown in with 
the other questions, whereas we 
hold it apart from the other things. 

“There is no chance of Germany’s 
going back into tre League until 
after we are certain that equality 
in all respects has been actually 
granted.” 

Reichsfuehrer Hitler received a 
copy of the agreement yesterday 
from Ambassador Phipps of Great 
sritain. The Ambassador. earlier 
had given Foreign Minister von Neu- 
rath an outline of the draft. The 
foreign ministry, it,was indicated, 
probably will take considerable time 
before giving its official view. In 
addition to the aerial alliance pro- 
posal, it was felt here that En- 
gland’s adhesion to the Franco-Ital- 
ian accord at Rome also was un- 
clear, as “England already had 
agreed to consult over the question 
of Austrian independence.” 

“The question now is,” an official 
said, “whether England _ stands 
ready not only to consult but to 
lend military assistance to keep 
Austria as she is.” 

The Foreign Office appeared con- 
cerned over the Austrian angle of 
the Rome pact and has asked Ger- 
many’s Ambassadors to find out 
whether the “hands-off policy” ap- 
plies: also to Italy and France or 
whether it is entirely directed 
against Germany. 

“However,” said officials, “there 
are some good things in the London 
accord and we will study it. care- 
fully.” 


5-POWER AVIATION 
ALLIANCE PROPOSED 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The British 
Government today invited Germany, 
Belgium and Italy to join with 
Great Britain and France in a mili- 
tary aviation alliance. 

This alliance, agreed to in con- 
versations over the week-end be- 
tween leaders of the British and 
French Governments, would-provide 
for a union of military air forces 
by four of these signatories, pro- 
vided the fifth signatory should 
suddenly attack any other member 
of the alliance. 

When they formulated this plan 
for European peace, the Franco 
British leaders agreed to support a 
move for the general recognition of 
Germany’s right to rearmament, 
provided Germany returns to the 
League of Nations from which it 
resigned nearly two years ago. 

The British invitation to the oth- 
er three Powers to enter negotia- 
tions was made through Great Bri- 
tain’s diplomatic envoys in Berlin, 
Brussels and Rome. 

Bid for Germany’s Return. 

The conversations made certain 
that negotiations would be opened 
immediately with Germany looking 
toward settlement of the arma- 
ment and security questions and to 
Germany's return to the League of 
Nations. The inducement to be 
offered Chancellor Adolf Hitler is 
a promise of repeal of the military 
clauses of the treaty of Versailles. 
Such a concession would mean the 
successful culmination of Hitler's

ROOSEVELT SIGNS BILL 
AUTHORIZING ‘BABY BONDS’ 


President to Buy First One When 
Issue Is Put on Market 
March 1. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Legisla- 
tion authorizing the sale of “baby 
bonds’ and boosting the Govern-| 
ment’s borrowing power by nine bil-| 
lion dollars was signed today by 
President Roosevelt. | 

The bonds, to be issued in denom- | 
inations as low as $25, will be sold 
on a discount basis. They also are 
described as savings bonds, remain- | 
ing in the possession of the Treas- | 
ury while the buyer gets only a re- 
ceipt. | 

President oRosevelt himself plans 
to buy the first of the “baby bonds’ 
when they are put on the market 
March 1. 

The new law sets a 25 billion dol- 
lar limit on the amount of long- 
term bonds which may be outstand- 
ing at any time. This limit is not 
consumed and will operate to lift | 
the Treasury's borrowing power | 
nine billion dollars for financing 
further recovery costs. 


COST OF FOOD INCREASES 
5 PER CENT IN FOUR MONTHS 


Other Necessaries Also Rise, Bureau 
of Labor Studies Living 
Cost in 32 Cities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Between 
June and November. 1934, the av- 
erage family’s expenditures for the 
necessaries of living were increas- 
ing, the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reports. 

Food costs rose the most, 5.8 per 
cent. Fuel and light bills increased 
1.3 per cent; house furnishings, 1 
per cent. 

Clothing costs were the only ones 
to decrease, They went down, how- 
ever, very little—one-tenth of one 
per cent.

FOR ACTS IN INQUIRY 


During Air Mail Investiga-

WASHINGTON, Feb. -4.—The 
Senate’s power to punish contuma- 
clous witnesses was upheld today 
by. the United States Supreme 
Court’s decision that William P., 
MacCracken Jr., former Assistant 
Commerce Secretary, and now a 
Washington lawyer, must serve 10 
days in the District of Columbia 
jail for permitting his clients to 
remove documents subpenaed by a 
Senate sub-committee investigating 

air mail contracts. 

MacCracken is now under $5000 
bond.

Q. Where did you live on March 
1, 1932? A. With my parents in 
Hopewell, N. J., about a mile north 
of the Lindbergh estate. 

Q. Did you go past the Lindbergh 
estate to get to your home: A. Yes, 
I was commuting to Princeton pre- 
paratory school in my car. 

Q. Are you here under a State 
subpena and did you testify before 
the grand jury? A. Yes. 

Fisher directed Lupica to recount 
his experiences the afternoon of 
the kidnaping while driving home 
from school. 


Lupica told of encountering a 
man in a car with a ladder in it 
near the Lindbergh estate. 

Q. As you started up the road 
what happened? A. I noticed a car 
coming around the bend. It pulled 
across to the wrong side of the 
road near a cornfield. 

Q. What happened then? A. He 
stayed there, and I started to go on 
up the road, and I passed him on 
the right side. 


Saw Ladder in the Car. 

Q. Did you see anything in the 
car? A.I saw two sections of a 
ladder in the car, It was resting on 
the tops of the front and back seats. 

Q. Will you describe to me the 
man you saw in the car? A. He 
had a dark coat. He was about 40 
years old and appeared thin. 

Q. Was he of foreign nationality? 
A. No. he did not seem to be. 

Lupica told of seeing two sections 
of the ladder later in possession of 
the police. 


The witness told of meeting a 
resident of the area, Nelson Wyck- 
off, to whom he recounted the inci- 
dent of seeing the ladder. At the 
time, he said, he did not know the 
kidnaping had occurred. 

The boy said he went on to school

Told Story to Police.

Fisher asked that the kidnaper’s 
ladder be brought into court. 

Q. Did you observe the make of 
the car you saw? A. Yes, a 1929

Q. It was green by any chance? A, 
No. black or dark blue. 

The student testified that the car 
carried Mercer County New Jersey 
license plates. Such a statement, 
he added, was made to the police 
at the time. 

Q. It was not a New York li- 
cense? A. No. 

Lupica testified he made a state- 
ment that the car was black or 
dark blue, a 1929 Dodge sedan. The 
police, he said, had him pick out a 
car of similar make. 

Q. Have you at any time told any- 
one that you recognized Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann as the man 
you saw in that car. A. No. 

Q. Can you identify Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann as the man you 
saw in that car? A. I cannot. 

Fisher’s last questions brought 
out that the driver did not resem- 
ble Hauptmann and the kidnaper’s 
ladder. was like the one Lupica had 
seen. 

Lupica was 
examination 

Wilentz, with detailed questions, 
elicited from the witness that he 
only caught a “fleeting” glance of 
the ladder. 

Shown an article in a New York 
tabloid mewspaper bearing his 
name, Lupica testified he had been 
paid for that and another, but he 
did not write them. He asserted 
they erroneously stated he had iden- 
tified Hauptmann as the car driver 
and he had complained to the city 
editor.

Q. Did all your friends go on 
these trips? A. Yes. 

Q. It was a custom in Germany? 
A. Yes. 

Lindbergh Listens Closely. 

Lindbergh regarded the witness 
with the same careful attention he 
has given to everyone who has oc- 
cupied the witness stand. Haupt- 
mann, likewise, listened with inter- 
est. 

Reilly turned to a farewell party 
for Fisch. 

Q. Now, on the evening of this 
party for Fisch, what date was it? 
A. It was on the Saturday before 


‘| he sailed. 


Q. When did he sail? <A. It was 
Wednesday or Thursday the next 
week. 

Reilly then had Kloppenburg 
enumerate all the guests at that 
bon voyage party. 

Q. Did you see Isador Fisch come 
in? A. Yes, I saw him at the door 
at the top of the stairs. 

Q. Did he carry anything with 
him? A. Yes. He carried a pack- 
age about five or six inches high, 
seven to eight inches wide and 
about 14 inches long. 

Q. When was the last time you 
saw Fisch with that package in the 
Hauptmann house? A. They went 
through the hall-to the kitchen. 

Reilly was seeking to impress on 
the jury the package Fisch had 
when he talked to Hauptmann was 
the shoe box filled with ransom 
money. 

Q. You saw Hauptmann and 
Fisch go to some other part of the 
house? A. Yes. 

Q. When they came back did 
Fisch have the package with him? 
A. No. 

The Cross-Examination. 

Reilly released Kloppenburg for 
cross-examination by Wilentz, 

Q. You are the gentleman who 
took. the trip to California with the 
Hauptmanns? A. Yes. 

Q. And you've been very friendly 
with the Hauptmanns? A. Yes. 

Q. You didn’t know Hauptmann 
in Germany, or his life over there? 
A. No. 

The witness told of meeting 
Fisch at Hunter’s Island. 

Q. Who introduced you? A. 
There's no introducing out there. 

Q. You saw him many times at 
Hauptmann’s home. They were 
very close friends? A. Yes, that’s 
right. 

Kloppenburg testified that Haupt- 
mann frequently drove him to 
Hunter’s Island. 

Q. Was he with his wife? A. 
Sometimes. 

Q. Often he was alone? A. Some- 
times she was with him. 

Fisch did not remain overnight 
with the Hauptmanns the night of 
the party but left about 1 a. m. 
The witness could not recollect 
whether he saw Fisch depart. 

Q. You don’t know whether that 
package—whether Fisch took that 
package away with him? A. I am 
sure he didn’t. He left it in the 
kitchen. 

Q. But you did not see him go 
home? A, No. 

Q. Then you don’t know what he 
took with him, when he left the 
party? A. No. 

The Arrest of Hauptmann. 

Q. You remember when Mr. 
Hauptmann was arrested. He was 
still a good friends of yours? A. 
Yes, 

Kloppenburg could not recall the 
exact date of the arrest. 

Q. It was in September, but you 
can't be sure? <A. No, not sure. 

Wilentz recited the other dates 
when Kloppenburg was questioned 
by the police, but the witness could 
not recall them exactly. 

“It was a Friday and Saturday 
after the arrest,” he answered. “I 
remember being in the Bronx po- 
lice station.” 

Q. Now, when Hauptmann was 
arrested you and he were close 
friends?’ A. . Yes. 

Q. And you knew Dr. Condon 
had said he paid the $50,000 ran- 
som and Hauptmann was being 
held as the man who received it? 
A. Yes. 

Q. You knew he was charged 
with receiving the $50,000? A. Yes. 

Q. You knew the date that mon- 
ey was paid was April 2, 1932? A. 
Yes. 

Wilentz then had the witness 
state when he was questioned by 
Bronx authorities he knew all 
these things, and yet did not state 
he had been with Hauptmann on 
April 2. 

The Attorney-General read one 
question asked in the Bronx, “do 
you remember seeing Hauptmann 
in March or April” and the answer, 
“I can’t remember the days, I say 
in the months I did see him some 
time.” 

Kloppenburg acknowledged the 
answer. 


Reading from Kloppenburg’s 
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statement to the Bronx police Wi- 
lentz showed that the witness had 
said he could not remember posi- 
tively being at Hauptmann’s home 
April 2, 1932. 

Q. Did anybody tell you to come 
here and remember it?” A. Yes, 
I remember it now.” 

Pope and Reilly both protested 
when Wilentz sought to cut the 
answer short. Kloppenburg was 
allowed to recount what recalled 
the time to him. 

Q. At the time you were ques- 
tioned in the Bronx you couldn't 
remember? A. Yes. 

Q. Isn’t it a fact that Mr. Haupt- 
mann picked out the first Saturday 
of the month, so he could use you 
to establish an alibi? 

Kloppenburg looked at Wilentz 
incredulously and then his face 
broke into a broad smile. .He did 
not answer when Pope immediate- 
ly objected. 

Objection Is Sustained. 

Justice Trenchard sustained the 
objection. 

“It’s no worse,” Wilentz observed 
to Pope, “than your asking Betty 
Gow if she dropped the thumb 
guard in the lane.” 

Kloppenburg said his recollec- 
tions about April 2 were refreshed 
some time in December and he 
realized he had been with Haupt- 
mann that night. 

@. Did you go back then to the 
Bronx District Attorney or to the 
police, and say, “Gentlemen, I want 
to correct the testimony I gave you, 
I was mistaken.” | 

The defense objected, but was 
overruled. A. No sir, I did not. 

Q. Did you go back to talk to 
the police after October, 1934? A. I 
went a couple of times. 

Q. But not after the trial in the 
Bronx (extradition proceedings)? A. 
No. 

Justice Trenchard asked the wit- 
ness if he “could come anywhere 
near” the time Fisch brought the 
package to Hauptmann. 

Kloppenburg said his recollection 
was November, 1934—he corrected 
the date to 1933. 

How He Remembered Date. 

Wilentz ended his questions and 
Reilly asked how the witness re- 
membered April 2, 1932. 

“T remember because it was the 
music night. I had a joke the night 
before (April Fool’s day) and I 
knew Mrs. Hauptmann wanted to 
go somewhere the next day,” Klop- 
penburg explained. 

Wilentz, taking the witness for 
a re-cross-examination, gestured to 
a man seated at the prosecution 
table. 

Q. Did you ever see this man be- 
fore, Detective Patterson of the 
New York police? A. Yes. 

Q. Didn’t he and Sergeant Wallace 
of the New Jersey State Police 
come and see you in December, 
1934? A. Yes. 

Q. Didn't you tell them then that 
you didn’t remember any of the 
dates? A. I’m not sure it was in 
December. 

Q. Well, later in the year then? 
A. Yes, at the place where I work. 

Q@. In January, February, March 
and April, 1932, did you go there 
on the Saturday nights? A. Yes, 
but I didn’t go in December, 1931, 
and January, 1932. 

@. Why do you say it was a cus- 
tom then? A. It was, but I didn’t 
go those two months. 

Q. What have you in your mind 
that fixes it was February you re- 
sumed playing. A. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hauptmann came to my house, one 
Sunday. 

Q@. When you say February, are 
you guessing? A. No, I’m sure. He 
came and offered a job. 

Hauptmann sat rigid, listening 
and watching, while Kloppenburg 
testified. Mrs. Hauptmann listened, 
a slight smile on her face. Her 
eyes followed the witness as he 
stepped down from the stand at 
the end of his testimony and stalked 
out of the room. 

Court recessed for lunch at 12:24

Recognizes Violet Sharpe’s Picture. 

Mrs. Anna Bonesteel of Yonkers 
was called by Reilly as the first 
witness at the afternoon session. 
She told of operating a restaurant. 

Q. Is your restaurant somewhere 
near the dock? A, Yes, near the 
Yonkers ferry. 

@. Where does that ferry run to 
in New Jersey?

Reilly produced a photograph for 
identification by the witness. 

“Violet Sharpe,” said Mrs. Bone- 
steel, in a matter-of-fact tone in- 
dicating positive knowledge. 

The middle-aged restaurant own- 
er, a stout woman, answered the 
questions in a firm, positive voice. 
She shook her head emphatically 
to accompany her ready answers, 


Saw Violet Sharpe March 1. 


She said Violet Sharpe came to 
her restaurant once before March 
1, 1932, and sat across a table from 
her. ‘ 

Q. Did she come there the night 
of the kidnaping? A. Yes, she came 
in about 7:30 and stayed until 
about 8:30 or 9.° 

Miss Sharpe, the witness said, 
was in a highly nervous state and 
“shook like a hen on a griddle.” 
The Attorney-General had the re- 
mark struck from the record. 

Q. Did you ever see her again? 
A. Yes, after I saw her picture in 
the paper. 

Q. When did you learn of the 
Lindbergh kidnaping? A. The next 
day everybody was talking about 
it—the newspapers and the radio. 

Q. When did you ever tell any- 
body about Violet Sharpe’s being 
at your restaurant that night? A. I 
told several persons, but they said 
“Don’t pay any attention to her.” 

The girl, Mrs. Bonesteel said, ex- 
plained she was waiting for some- 
one. 

“Some one drove up in a car,” 
the woman recounted. “Miss Sharpe 
waved her hand and went out.” 

Under Reilly’s questioning, sne 
said that when she was in court 
Friday to tell her story, deputies 
ordered her out because she had no 
seat.

Text of Official Announcement 
On Anglo-French Conversation: 
“Sole Aim to Reinforce Peace’ 


Statement Says Diplomats Have Been Im- 
pressed by Special Dangers of Aviation De- 
velopments; Desire Effective Co-Opera- 
tion of Germany. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Feb. 4.—Following is 


the tert of the official announce- 


ment on the Anglo-French confer- 


ence issued last night: 

The object of the meeting between 
British and French ministers 
which has been taking place in Lon- 
don was to promote the peace of the 
world by closer European co-opera- 
tion in a spirit of most friendly con- 


fidence, and to remove those tend- 
encies which, if unchecked, are cal- 
culated to lead to a race in arma- 
ments and an increase in the dang- 
ers of war. 

With this object in view the Brit- 
ish and French Ministers proceeded 
to an examination of the general 
situation. They took note of the 
particularly important part played 
by the League of Nations in recent 
settlements of certain international 
problems and welcomed the success- 
ful results as evidences of a concili- 
atory spirit among all governments 
taking part in those settlements. 

They declare their determination 
to pursue, both as regards problems 
of their own countries and _ the 
league, policies guided by the same 
methods of conciliation and co-op- 
eration. 

Approve Franco-Italian Accord. 

With reference to the Franco- 
Italian agreement recently reached 
at Rome, the British ministers, on 
behalf of His Majesty’s Government 
in the United Kingdom, cordially 
welcomed the declaration by which 
the French and Italian Govern- 
ments have asserted their intention 
to develop the traditional friendship 
which united the two nations, and 
associate His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment with the intention of the 
French and Italian Governments to 
collaborate in a spirit of mutual 
trust in the maintenance of general 
peace. 

The British Ministers expressed 
the congratulations of His Ma- 
jesty’s Government on the conclu- 
sion of the Rome agreement regard- 
ing Central Europe and made it 
clear that as a consequence of the 
declarations made by His Ma- 
jesty’s Government. in conjunction 
with the French and Italian Gov- 
ernments on Feb. 17 and Oct. 27 
last, His Majesty’s Government con- 
sider themselves to be among the 
Powers which will, as provided in 
the Rome agreement, consult to- 
gether if the independence and in- 
tegrity of Austria is menaced. 

The British and French Ministers 
hope that the encouraging progress 
thus achieved may now be con- 
tinued by means of direct and ef- 
fective co-operation with Germany. 
They have agreed that neither Ger- 
many nor any other Power whose 
armaments have been defined by 
peace treaties is entitled by unilat- 
eral action to modify these obliga- 
tions. 

“Nothing Could Contribute More.” 

But they are further agreed that 
nothing could contribute more to 
the restoration of confidence and 
the prospects of peace among na- 
tions than a general settlement 
freely negotiated between Germany 
and the other Powers. This gen- 
eral settlement would make provi- 
sion for the organization of secur- 
ity in Europe, particularly by means 
of the conclusion of pacts freely 
negotiated between all interested 


parties and insuring the mutual as- 
sistance of Eastern Europe and the 
system foreshadowed in the Rome 
proces verbal (authenticated state- 
ment) for Central Europe. 

Simultaneously and in conform- 
ity with the terms of the declara- 
tion of Dee. 11, 1932, regarding 
equality rights in a system of se- 
curity, this settlement would estab- 
lish agreements regarding arma- 
ments generally, which in the case 
of Germany would replace the pro- 
visions of part of the Treaty of 
Versailles at present limiting arms 
and armed forces in Germany. It 
would also be a_ part of the gen- 
eral settlement that Germany 
should resume her place in the 
League of Nations with a view to 
active membership. The French 
Government and the Government of 
the United Kingdom trust that the 
other governments concerned may 
share these views. 

In the course of these meetings 
the British and French Ministers 
have been impressed by the special 
dangers to peace created by modern 
developments in the air, misuse of 
which might lead to sudden aerial 
aggression by one country upon an- 
other, and have given consideration 
to the possibility of provision being 
made against these dangers by a 
reciprocal regional agreement be- 
tween certain Powers. 

“To Insure Immunity.” 

“It is suggested that the signa- 
tories would undertake immediate- 
ly to give the assistance of their 
air forces to whichever of them 
might be the victim of unprovoked 
aerial aggression by one of the 
contracting parties. The British 
and French Ministers on behalf of 
their respective governments found 
themselves in agreement that a mu- 
tual arrangement of this kind for 
Western Europe would go far to 
operate as a deterrent to aggres- 
sion and to insure immunity from 
sudden attacks from the air, and 
they have resolved to invite Italy, 
Germany and Belgium to consider 
with them whether such a conven- 
tion might not be promptly nego- 
tiated. 

They earnestly desire that all 
countries concerned should appre- 
ciate that the object of this pro- 
posal is to reinforce peace—the sole 
aim pursued by the two govern- 
ments. The governments of France 
and the United Kingdom declare 
themselves ready to resume their 
consultations without delay after 
having received the replies of the 
other interested Powers.

Two undertakings made unilat- 
erally by the British Government 
were (1) association of Great Brit- 
ain with the Franco-Italian pact 
signed in Rome, and (2) a declara- 
tion that Britain will consult with 
the contemplated signatory nations 
to the Rome agreement for Cen- 
tral Europe “if the independence 
and integrity of Austria is men- 
aced.” 

Statement by Laval. 

Returning to a hotel after the 
brief final meeting at No. 10 Down- 
ing street, French Foreign Min- 
ister Laval said: “I hope with all 
my heart that Germany will re- 
ceive the results of our work with 
sympathy. We have worked for 
peace. The declaration would not 
be complete on our part if I did 
not underline the spirit of friend- 
ship and close union in which we 
examined all these problems with 
our British colleagues. 

“After the Saar plebiscite and the 
Rome accords, our conversations in 
London mark an important date in 
diplomatic history. We hope that 
Germany will respond to the press- 
ing call we are making to her. Our 
declaration emphasizes the solidar- 
ity of interests between France and 
Britain.” 

Italy’s Position. 

Italian adherence to the program, 
including the aerial alliance, al- 
ready has been assured, it was in- 
dicated in official quarters. It is 
understood that Laval apprised 
Premier Mussolini of his intentions 
to seek this commitment from En- 
gland when he was in Rome. 

That Britain made reservations 
concerning the proposed Eastern 
Locarno pact as reported by the 
Associated Press during the talks 
was indicated by the fact that the 
official communique made a brief 
qualified reference to this projected 
treaty. 

The communique asserts that the 
Eastern European agreement 
should be “freely negotiated be- 
tween all interested parties.” This 
caused speculation as to whether 
the French and British ministers 
had revised the proposed terms of 
the Eastern agreement in an effort 
to meet Polish and German objec- 
tions. It is understood that the 
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pact has not yet been written. 

British Government quarters 
have felt all along that the real aim 
of this treaty from the French and 
Russian points of view was to tie 
the hands of Germany and Poland 
in case Russia engaged in a war 
with Japan. 

That would be just the time Ger- 
many and Poland would want to 
attack Russia if they ever intended 
to do so, according to the view 
taken here. Instead of calming 
Europe’s nerves, it was felt that 
discussion of the pact thus far had 
served only to throw Germany and 
‘Poland into each other’s arms and 
weaken the long-standing friend- 
ship of Poland and France. 


“Two Early to Expect Definite Re- 
plies,” Says Sir John Simon. 
Sir John Simon, British Foreign 
Secretary, told the House of Com- 
mons today that “it is too early yet 
to expect definite official replies 
from other Governments,” thereby

Reichsfuehrer Hitler had informed 
Great Britain that Germany was 
ready to enter diplomatic discus- 
sions based on the new Anglo- 
French agreement. 

“So far as Germany is con- 
cerned,” Sir John said, “I have 
learned from his Majesty’s Embas- 
sy in Berlin that the head of the 
Press Department of the German 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs told 
press correspondents that Germany 
will regard these proposals as a 
basis of negotiations.” 

The British Foreign Office, fol- 
lowing Sir John’s statement, de- 
nied it had received any word from 
Hitler through Ambassador Phipps 
in Berlin.

Possible Bi-Lateral Pact. 

Although Germany, Italy and Bel- 
gium were invited to participate in 
the aerial alliance French official 
quarters insist that England and 
France will conclude the agree- 
ment no matter what action the 
other naticns take. Sir John Si- 
mon, the British Foreign Secre- 
tary, made it plain to the British 
press that no formal agreement has 
yet been made, however. 

For Great Britain, which experi- 
enced its first enemy invasion since 
the time of William the Conqueror 
when German Zeppelins bombed its 
cities during the World War, the 
defense alliance would bring relief 
from increasing fears of an air at- 
tack. 

The new formula gave rise to 
some doubts in spite of the enthusi- 
asm with which it was received in 
Paris and London, 

The program contemplates Ger- 
man and Polish adherence to com- 
plete the Franco-Italian accord ne- 
gotiated at Rome in the interests of 
central European peace. It also is 
planned to have Germany and Po- 
land participate in a mutual as- 
sistance pact for Eastern Europe. 

Diplomatic quarters, however, 
are inclined to wonder whether 
Germany and Poland can be per- 
suaded to change the unreceptive 
attitude they have so far manifest- 
ed toward suggestions for their par- 
ticipation in an “Eastern Locarno.”

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RICHBERG SAYS 
HE OWES NO DUTY 
TO LABOR UNIONS 


Replies to John L. Lewis, 
Who Called Him Traitor 
to Organized Wage Earn- 


ers.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Donald 
R. Richberg replied yesterday to 
organized labor's “traitor” charge 
with the counter accusation that it 
amounted to a demand that he put 
the interest of unions above “loy- 
alty” to the Government. 

The director of the Emergency 
Council asserted that the “personal 
attack” by American Federation of 
Labor representatives amounted to 
little, “but let me point out that: 

“The charge that I am a ‘traitor 
to organized labor’ amounts to the 
demand that as a public official I 
should put subservience to the poli- 
cies of a particular labor organiza- 
tion above loyalty to the Govern- 
ment and to my conception of the 
public interest.” 

“If a refusal to yield to such a 
demand be treason, let those who 
charge it make the most of it,” he 
added. 

Dispute Over Auto Code. 

The federation’s dislike of Rich- 
berg has been accumulating for 
many months, and it flared out last 
week when President Roosevelt, 
with Richberg’s advice, renewed the 
automobile code without consulting 


any A. F. of L. representative. 

“Traitor,” shouted John L. Lewis, | 
head of the United Mine Workers, | 
at a Senate committee hearing Sat- 
urday. Lewis recalled that Rich- 
berg for years was attorney for the 
railroad brotherhoods. 

William Green, federation presi- 
dent, said Lewis’ expression large- 
ly represented the whole _ federa- 
tion’s feelings. 


Refers to Hearings.

George Benz, Who Appealed, Prom- 
ises to Join No More Demon- 
strations; No Longer a Communist. 

George Benz, a former Commun- 


ist leader and one of the ringlead- 
ers in the City Hall riot on July 
11, 1932, was paroled by Judge Grif- 
fin today in the Court of Criminal 
Correction.

The foreclosure suit was filed by 
the mortgage trustees, Samuel J. 
T. Straus and William R. Orthwein. 
Straus represented 8S. W. Straus Co. 
of Chicago, which sold the $2,700,- 
000 mortgage bonds on the Chase. 

Two of the defendants in the suit 
were Julius E. and Agnes C. Tri- 
bout, owners of the lot on which 
the Chase was built. The Chase 
Hotel Co., headed by William A. 
Meletio, head of the Meletio Sea 
Food Co. was also made a de- 
fendant. 

The Thibouts filed a reply to the 
foreclosure suit, charging that the 
contract under which the hotel was 
financed was usurious and un- 
lawful. They asserted that they 
received only $2,000,000 from the 
loan, for which they issued bonds 
to the amount of $2,700,000, and con- 
sequently that the actual rate of 
interest was more than 8 per cent, 
and in violation of law. 

They alleged that, if the interest 
on the loans were limited to the 
legal rate of 6 per cent, the pay- 
ments made up to the time of the 
suit would have sufficed to meet 
requirements. In the recent argu- 
ment, the hotel company’s lawyer, 
Paul Dillon, made the usury 
charge. 

At the time the charge was first 
made, Orthwein, the St. Louis trus- 
tee of the hotel property, said the 
Thibouts were “straw men” for 
Chase Ulman, who promoted and 
originally controlled the hotel. 
Orthwein said the Chase had been 
“kicked about like a football,” hav- 
ing changed hands seven times in 
nine years before 1931.

MAN MURDERED 
IN NORTH SHORE 
GLUB IN CRIGAGO 


Night Bartender Shot Seven 
Times in Fashionable 
Saddle and Cycle—Wife, 
Ex-Showgirl, Held. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4.—The widow of 
Louis K. Straub, mysteriously mur- 
dered early yesterday at the Saddle 
and Cycle Club, was not permitted 
to attend the inquest today. At the 
request of the State, Mrs. Helen 
Straub was held in a police station. 
Morris G. Meyers, Assistant State’s 
Attorney, asked also that she be 
refused counsel. 

After two minor witnesses had 
testified, the inquest was continued 
until Saturday. 

Meanwhile in the Saadle and 


Cycle Club, rendezvous for socially 
prominent persons, investigators 
searched for a .38-caliber revolver. 
Seven bullets from the weapon 
were in Straub’s body when it was 
found in the basement of the club. 

Denies Knowledge of Killing. 

After a night in the women’s an- 
nex of a police station, Mrs. Straub, 
former showgirl, sat on a cot in 
the matron’s office and denied she 
knew anything of the killing of her 
husband, 46-year-old night barten- 
der who did a bill collecting busi- 
ness on the side, Mrs. Straub, 34, 
was married to him seven years 
ago. 

“IT don’t know why they are hold- 
ing me. I simply couldn’t have had 
anything to do with it,” she told 
interviewers. She said any discrep- 
ancies in previous statements were 
due to grief and surprise at the 
death of her husband. 

The attack occurred between 1:10 
a.m., when a group of young peo- 
Ple departed from the club, and 
3:40 a. m., when Mrs. Straub noti- 
fied the police. 

Because the club’s membership is 
restricted, the police believe Straub 
must have known the murderer to 
admit him, or was met as he left 
for the night. 

Two Different Versions. 

Assistant State’s. Attorney Mey- 
ers said the widow changed the 
time of her arrival at the club by 
an hour and a half, giving a ver- 
sion different from that of-Gus 
Schwartz, 52, a night watchman, 
who with her discovered the body. 

Mrs, Straub said she had called 
her husband by telephone three 
times during the evening from a 
bridge party, intending to take him 
home, as was her practice. Ques- 
tioning of the manager and other 
employes disclosed they left late in 
the evening. 

The police said the Straubs had 
an apartment in a fashionable build- 
ing, with costly furnishings, and ex- 
pressed surprise that he could af- 
ford such quarters. 

The club for years has entertained 
celebrities. The Prince of Wales at- 
tended a ball in his honor there 11 
years ago. Gen. Italo Balbo and 
officers of the Italian air squadron 
visited it in 1933. It is on the North 
Shore near the Edgewater Beach 
Hotel. 


SUPREME COURT 
SAYS CONGRESS CAN 
JAIL FOR CONTEMPT 


Continued From Page One. 


Court continued, “in which an 
exertion of the power to punish 
for contempt has been successfully 
challenged on the ground that, be- 
fore punishment, the offending act 
had been consummated or that the 
obstruction suffered was irremedi- 
able.” 
The only test as to whether or 
not the Senate might take juris- 
diction is with regard to the nature 
of the offense, the court held. The 
“continuance of the obstruction (to 
the Senate’s legislative function), 
or the likelihood of its repetition, 
are considerations for the discre- 
tion of the legislators in meting out 
the punishment.” 
“Established Essential Privilege.” 
“Here we are concerned, not with 
an extension of congressional priv- 
ilege, but with vindication of the 
established and essential privilege 
of requiring the production of evi- 
dence,” the court ruled, “for this 


past contempt is an appropriate 
means.” 

To support this view the court 
found British precedents, citing the 
fact that witnesses who have been 
found guilty of prevaricating be- 
fore investigating committees of 
the House of Commons have been 
“imprisoned under circumstances 
indicating that there was no 
thought of inducing further testi- 
mony, but only of punishing for 
the past offense.” 

“MacCracken contends,” said the 
Court, “that he is not punishable 
for contempt, because the obstruc- 
tion, if any, which he caused to leg- 
islative processes, had been entire- 
ly removed and its evil effects un- 
done before the contempt proceed- 
ings were instituted. He points to 
the allegations in the petition for 
habeas corpus that he had sur- 
rendered all papers in his posses- 
sion; that he was ready and will- 
ing to give any additional testi- 
mony which the committee might 
require; that he had secured the 
return of the papers taken from 
the files by Givven, with his per- 
mission; and that he was in no way 
responsible for the removal and 
destruction of the papers by Brit- 
tin. This contention goes to the 
question of guilt, not to that of the 
jurisdiction of the Senate. The 
contempt with which MacCracken 
is charged is the destruction and 
emoval of certain papers. Wheth-

The respondent to the petition did 
not, by demurring, transfer to the 
court the decision of those ques- 
tions. The sole function of the 
writ of habeas corpus is to have 
the court decide whether the Sen- 
ate has jurisdiction to make the 
determination which it proposes.” 


“It is conceded,” citing the prece- 
dent established in the famous Mal 
Daugherty case, the court con- 
tinued, “that the Senate was en- 
gaged in an inquiry which it had 
the constitutional power to make; 
that the committee had authority 
to require the production of papers 
as a necessary incident of the pow- 
er of legislation; and that the Sen- 
ate had the power to coerce their 
production by means of arrest. No 
question is raised as to the propri- 
ety of the scope of the subpena or 
as to the regularity of any of the 
proceedings which preceded the 
arrest. The claim of privilege here- 
inafter referred to is no longer an 
issue. MacCracken’s sole conten- 
tion is that the Senate was with- 
out power to arrest him with a 
view to punishing him, because the 
act complained of—the alleged de- 
struction and removal of the pa- 
pers after service of the subpena— 
was the past commission of a com- 
pleted act which prior to the arrest 
and the proceedings to punish had 
reached such a stage of finality 
that it could not longer affect the 
proceedings of the Senate or any 
committee thereof, and which, and 
the effects of which, had been un- 
done long before the arrest. 


“Scope of Power Narrow.” 
“The main contention of 
Cracken,” the decision continued, 
“is that the so-called power to pun-

lish for contempt may never be ex- 
| auyed, in the case of a private citi- 
‘zen, solely qua punishment. The 
‘argument is that the power may be 
used by the legislative body merely 
|as a means of removing an exist- 
ing obstruction to the performance 
of its duties; that the power to 
punish ceases as soon as the ob- 
struction has been removed, or its 
removal has become impossible; 
and hence that there is no power 
to punish a witness who, having 
been requested to produce papers, 
destroys them after service of the 
‘subpena. The contention rests up- 
‘ona misconception of the limita- 
'tions upon the power of the houses 
of Congress to punish for contempt. 
It is true that the scope of the 
power is narrow. No act is so pun- 
ishable unless it is of a nature to 
obstruct the performance of the 
duties of the legislature. There 
may be lack of power, because 
there was no legislative duty to be 
performed; or because the act 
complained of is deemed not to be 
of a character to obstruct the leg- 
‘islative process. 

“But, where the offending act 
was of a nature to obstruct the leg- 
islative process, the fact that the 
obstruction has since been re- 
moved, or that its removal has be- 
come impossible is without legal 
significance.” 

Justice McReynolds did not par- 
ticipate in the decision of the court.

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MORE HEALTH WORK 
URGED FOR ST. LOUIS 


Community Council Survey 
Tells of Need for Program to 
Curb Rising Death Rate. 


The majority of health officials, 
nursing superintendents and social 
workers in St. Louis are of the 
opinion that a more comprehensive 
public health program, adequately 
financed, is the most important step 
in preventing sickness and a rising 
death rate in St. Louis, according 
to a survey of the Community 
Council. 

Health Commissioner Bredeck de- 
clared one of the important needs 
of the city in this respect was the 


addition of 100 nurses to the Health 
Department, 

“You cannot expect adequate 
health work with a budget of 51 
cents per capital,” he stated. “Lack 
of sufficient public health nursing 
is one of the most serious defects 
in our public health program. It 
is directly responsible for our high 
diphtheria rate and our improper 
supervision of communicable dis- 
eases, 

Sanatorium Facilities Needed. 

“Our lack of sanatorium beds is 
responsible for our’ tuberculosis 
rate. We need 500 beds for tubercu- 
losis patients if we expect to lower 
the death rate. Until this commu- 
nity fully appreciates the necessity 
for additional nurses in the health 
division, we cannot expect to make 
inroads on diphtheria, tuberculosis 
and child welfare problems.” 

In addition to the expansion of 
the Health Department, others sug- 
gested a community program for 
low cost hospital and medical care, 
an improved child welfare program, 
social insurance and widening of 
work relief projects.

City the Only Metropolitan 
Center to Get Good View 
of Phenomenon. 


A partial eclipse of the sun yes- 
terday lost none of its popular in- 
terest because it had been declared 
scientifically unimportant, and St. 
Louis alone, among the major cities, 
obtained a clear view of a phe 


nomenon which was generally ob- 
scured elsewhere by clouds or 
smoke. 

Soon after breakfast household 
searches began for old photogra- 
phic negatives or pieces of broken 
glass that might be blackened with 
smoke to provide protection for ob- 
servers’ eyes. Persons gathered on 
roofs and porches and at other van- 
tage points. 

Experimental glances at the sun 
through biackened glass began 
some minutes before 8:59 o’clock 
by those who hoped to catch the 
mathematicians in an error as to 
the beginning of the show. But the 
scientists were correct in their 
computations. 

Progress of Eclipse. 

Five minutes after the scheduled 
beginning it was apparent the 
moon had started to nibble away 
into the top of the sun on the side 
to the observer's right. With the 
passing of a half hour, a generous 
bite had been taken and those who

Another half hour—10:04—and 
the maximum occultation was 
reached, 20 per cent of the sun’s 
surface being obscured by the in- 
terposition of the moon. With the 
show half over there was a no- 
ticeable paleness of light as the sun 
hung in the sky like a crescent. 

Although only 20 per cent of the 
sun’s surface was obscured, the 
moon covered 38 per cent of the di- 
ameter. 

The left horn of the crescent ap- 
peared to dip downward by imper- 
ceptible degrees as the right horn 
rose. Then the sun again began 
to take the form of a chipped sau- 
cer and by 11:12 had regained its 
symmetry. 

Pictures Sent by Wire. 

Because of favorable atmospheric 
conditions in St. Louis, photographs 
taken here were transmitted to all 
parts of the country by the Associ- 
ated Press Wirephoto Service. 

In classing the eclipse of “unim- 
portant,” astronomers said it of- 
fered no opportunity to add _ to 
present scientific knowledge. 

Where weather conditions 
mitted, the eclipse was seen from 
Southern Central America north 
to the Arctic Circle and west to 
the Alaskan line. The eclipse 
reached its maximum in Northwest- 
ern Canada. 

This year has the maximum pos- 
sible number of eclipses—five of the 
sun and two of the moon—with 
only two visible in the United 
States. A total eclipse of the 
moon will be visible in this coun- 
try July 16.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—An “an- 
ti-politics” bill under which James 
A. Farley would have to resign | 
either as Postmaster-General or 
Democratic national chairman was

introduced in the Senate today by | 
Senator Norris (Rep.), Nebraska. | 

The bill, the Nebraskan said, | 
“takes the Postoffice Department, | 
from top to bottom, out of the con- 


trol and domination of partisan 
politics.” 

The President, with the approval 
of the Senate, under the bill, would 
select the Postmaster-General for 
a 10-year term. Instead of the 
present system whereby Congress- 
men have an important voice in 
the appointment of postmasters, all 
employes would be selected by the 
Postmaster-General for “merit and 
efficiency” only, Norris said. Pro- 
motions would be on the same basis. 

“Congressmen ought to be tickled 
to death to be rid of the job,” Nor- 
ris said. He explained the anti- 
politics clause as follows: “The bill 
provides that no postmaster or oth- 
er official of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, including the Postmaster- 
General himself, shall be chairman 
or a member of any political com- 
mittee and shall not take part in 
the management of any political 
campaign. The Postmaster-General 
is directed to remove any Official 
guilty of such’ practice and the 
President is directed to remove the 
Postmaster-General if he engages 
in any such political activity.”

Number Placed by State Em- 
ployment Bureau Double 
That of Men. 


The demand for women “white 
collar” workers is far greater than 
that for men, Leo McCarthy, man- 
ager of the St. Louis office, Mis- 
souri State Employment Service, 


says in a report. 

During 1934, the office obtained 
1001 “white collar” jobs for women 
and 586 for men. Men, moreover, 
filed 26,866 applications for work, 
while women filed 9456. 

Many of the calls are for tem- 
porary positions, so that many 
capable workers hold as many as 
five or six different jobs during a 
year, McCarthy says. Employers 
are more inclined than ever to hire 
single women, he reports. 

There are enough applicants wait- 
ing for jobs on the service list to 
supply the personnel of a large 
business establishment, from execu- 
tive positions down.

U. S. DENIES RUSSIA CUT 
IN TARIFF ON MANGANESE 


Soviet First Country on “Black List” of 
Nations Which Enforce Discrimination 
Against American Goods. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — The 
Government is “black-listing” na- 
tions which discriminate against 
American goods. The first to go on 
the list was Soviet Russia. 


Until certain unspecified ques- 
tions concerning American-Soviet 
relations are clarified, it was said, 
Russia will not be permitted to 
benefit from a tariff reduction on 
manganese granted Brazil under a 
reciprocal trade agreement signed 
Saturday. Moscow sells almost half 
the manganese purchased abroad by 


the United States. Ordinarily 
might have been expected to re- 
ceive the same tariff benefit ex- 
tended to Brazil under a “generali- 
zation of benefits” which usually 
follows such accords. 

Negotiations toward settlement of 
the Russian debt to the United 
States collapsed last week, impair- 
ing prospects of trade agreement.

PAID LESS THAN CENT AN HOUR 


Woman’s Bureau of Labor Depart- 
ment Reports “Worst Possi- 
ble Sweatshop Conditions.” 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Exploi- 
tation of women needleworkers in 
Puerto Rico, with wages of less 
than one cent an hour in many in- 
stances, is charged in a report by 
the Women’s Bureau of the Labor 
Department. 

More than 50,000 workers, em- 
ployed under the “worst possible 
sweatshop conditions,’ are required 
to do constantly more _ intricate 
work for reduced stipends, the re- 
port states, and the morale of the 
workers is seriously suffering as a 
result. Of 323 women workers vis- 
ited in 252 homes by Caroline Man- 
ning, industrial expert of the de- 
partment, 31 per cent earned less 
than 1 cent per hour, and 63 per 
cent received between 1 and 4 cents 
per hour.

BERLIN, Feb. 4-—The German 
birth rate has risen in 1934 to 14.4 
per 1000 from 10.9 in 1933, according 
to provisional returns of the Reich 
Statistical Bureau. This figure is 
derived solely from returns by all |

and over. 

Statisticians believe that the rate 
for the whole Reich will be consid- 
erably higher when the rural re- 
turns are assembled.

CHINESE CEMETERIES 
CLEARED FOR ROADS, 
YIELD ART TREASURE 


Collectors Swarm to Nanchang 
as Coolies Dig Up Pot- 
tery 1000 Years Old. 


By the Associated Press, 

NANCHANG, China, Feb. 4.—Con- 
ditions approximating a new-world 
gold rush prevailed in this Kiangsi 
Province town today where the 
soil was yielding precious objects of 
art dating back almost to the time 
of Christ. 

Curio collectors were arriving in 
considerable numbers from distant 
parts hoping to profit from rich 
“strikes” being made daily during 
excavation of ancient cemeteries to 
make way for roads and railways. 

Rare ivory-colored and soft blue 
bowls and plates from the old pot- 
tery works of Southern Hopei and 
Honan provinces, and the soft green 
celladon vases and bowls of the 
Long-Chuen potteries in Chekiang 
have been dug up by coolie labor- 
ers. 

The latter were made about 1000 
years ago, long before the Tartars 
drove the Sungs from Kaifeng in 
1127 A. D., to the Chekiang City of 
Hangchow, which figures in the 
narratives of Marco Polo. 

Tany Dynasty relics more than 10 
centuries old, includng funeral 
urns, dragon-encircled vases and 
unglazed figures of animals, turtles 
and fish wth the heads of men are 
among the finds. 

Among the more precious relics 
are “partridge feather” or “hair 
fur” bowls from the potteries of 
Kienning, Fukien Province. These 
have been found in black, mottled, 
golden brown and dapple colors.

A Groceryman on the Sales Tax. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AM not opposed to a sales tax if the 


burden is equally assumed by all the | 


people. Here are some facts: I own 460 
acres of land; my store building and my 
home are on this land and I have an 
average stock of groceries. My State 
property tax is approximately $18. On 
‘my sales of groceries, 1 am paying $170 
for 1934, which is about 10 times as much 
as my State tax. Food stores are paying 
23 per cent of the sales tax. I notice Gov. 
Park asks for an increase to 1 per cent 
and suggests that the State levy be re- 
duced about 40 per cent. If such a 
change were made, I would save about 
$7 on my State taxes. Should my volume 


of business for 1935 equal that of 1934, | 


I would have to pay $340 (sales tax), 
30 times as much as my State tax. 

To make matters worse, the Govern- 
ment relief agency is giving away flour, 
meat, butter, sugar, bran, rice, lard, 
canned goods, etc., practically all staples 
in our line that go to make the bulk of 
our sales. Our county courts could handle 
this relief work in a more efficient and 
economical way. They could buy the 
supplies from the people who are paying 
taxes for relief. I feel sure they could 
cut the cost of overhead 50 per cent. We 
have got to have money for relief. but 
Surely a more just way can be found to 
Ket it. I ask in the name of all food 
dealers that the legislators make the 
burden equal to all.

UNITARIAN PROGRAM 
UF SOCIAL ACTION 


Divorce Law Reform, Govern- 
ment Ownership and Birth 
Control Favored. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Feb. 4.—A “program of 
social action” was proposed yester- 
day by the Department of Social 
Relations of the American Unitar- 
ian Association. 

The proposals included remar- 


riage of divorced persons by . a 
minister if “socially desirable,” re- 
fusal of a minister to marry a pair 
if he feels the marriage will not be 
successful; Government control 
and ownership of public utilities, 
transportation, banking, coal and 
other national resources, and aboli- 
tion of compulsory military train- 
ing in schools and colleges. 

Although, in accordance with the 
Unitarian tradition of freedom, the 
program does not bind the denom- 
ination, the Department of Social 
Relations was authorized to pre- 
pare a program of social action by 
the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Unitarian Association last 
spring. The association is com- 
posed of representatives of Unitar- 
ian churches throughout the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. 

“No minister,” the statement said, 
“should perform a marriage cere- 
mony unless he is reasonably satis- 
fied that the factors for a success- 
ful marriage are present.” 

Other proposals under this head- 
ink were for sex education in 
childhood, medical certificates of 
physical fitness for marriage, the 
reformation of divorce laws and the 
dissemination of scientific birth 
control information. 

The department favored entrance 
of the nation into the World Court 
and League of Nations. Nationali- 
zation of arms manufacture and 
exemption from military service for 
conscientious objectors were sug- 
gested. 

Further use of taxing power “to 
provide a more just distribution of 
wealth and incomes,” extension of 
Government ownership especially 
of utilities, banks and private in- 
dustry to “prevent wasteful com-

Places on U. S. Bob-Sled Team.

LAKE PLACID, N. Y., Feb. 4.— 
Lake Placid’s famous bobbing Ste- 
vens brothers are monarchs of 
American bob-sledding. 

In record-smashing performances 
that exceeded even their own hopes, 
the husky athletes had got their 
early training as children in this 
Adirondack resort, made a clean 
sweep of the National A. A. U., two- 
man and four-man championships 
on icy Mount Van Hoevenberg over 
the week-end. 

J. Hubert and F. Paul Stevens 
roared down the treacherous mile 
and a half run in four breath-tak- 
ing heats to snare the two-man title 
in the total time of 7 minutes and 
50.37 seconds, 6.74 seconds better 
than the national record. 

They clipped 1 minute and . 70 
seconds off the single heat course 
— they set in the 1932 Olym- 
pics. 

Twenty-four hours later, Curtis 
Sevens piloted his four-man bob- 
sled to a third consecutive national 
title in a performance that knocked 
9.11 seconds off the four heat 
course record and 1.26 seconds off 


the single heat course mark. 

His total time was 7 minutes 
and 3.40 seconds and his best heat 
1 minute and 44.90 seconds. 

The four-man title was not won 
without keen competition, however, 
furnished by the sled driven by 
Donna Fox, Bronx undertaker. The 
latter’s total time was only .99 of 
a second behind Stevens’.

*‘Rank and File” Members 
Denounce Leadership of 
Amalgamated Group at 
Pittsburgh Meeting. 


By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 4.—Ig- 


noring threats of expulsion from 
the union, “rank and file’ members 
of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers met 
here last night to make plans for 
what they said was a campaign to 
force recognition of their union by 
steel companies. The “rank and 
filers” are dissatisfied with present 
leadership of the union. 

Clarence Irwin of Youngstown, 
O., who was elected chairman of 
a national organization committee, 
said 400 delegates from 78 lodges in 
Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, 


West Virginia and Pennsylvania at- 
tended the meeting. 

About 150 miners met in a nearby 
hall and pledged co-operation with 
the steel workers “for the potential 
April 1 strike,” and named a com- 
mittee of 27 to work out a plan of 
joint action. 

Martin Ryan, former “insurgent” 
United Mine Workers’ leader, and 
Robert Crawford of Fayette City, 
Pa., were prominent in the mine 
conference. Ryan was a leading 
figure in the coal strike in the fall 
of 1933. 

Petition for Co-Operation. 

A resolution adopted by the steel 
workers, after almost five hours of 
discussion, authorized a sub-com- 
mittee of five to petition the execu- 
tive board of the Amalgamated to 
co-operate with the independent or- 
ganization committee. 

Irwin said the request would be

Charles Powers Gets One to Ten

ICE YACHT GOES IN FISSURE, 
FIVE KILLED IN HUNGARY 


Archduke Albrecht, in an Accompa- 
nying Boat, Has Narrow Escape 
From Death. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, Feb. 4.— 
Archduke Albrecht, pretender to the 
Hungarian throne, barely missed 
death today while ice-boating on 
Lake Balaton, when the ice broke 
and an accompanying ice yacht 
plunged into a fissure, drowning its 
five occupants. 

The ice, weakened by unusually 


mild weather, suddenly was split 
by enormous fissures. Watchers on 
the shore saw the ice open and the 
Archduke’s ice-yacht and the other 
boat racing directly for the open 
water. A snowstorm blew up, cut- 
ting off the scene. A few minutes 
later the snowstorm faded, showing 
only an expanse of open water 
where the yachts had been. 

Albrecht’s yacht was doing 60 
miles an hour when he and his 
companions found themselves on a 
narrow lane of ice with water on 
both sides. An enormous rockpile 
rose up through the surface and 
blocked the way to the shore. By 
skill and luck, however, the _ ice- 
yacht was swung around the rocks 
and guided on to the strong ice at 
the lake’s edge. 

Despite the danger, rescue par- 
ties started out from the shore 
from which Albrecht last had been 
seen. Even as they got under way, 
however, the telephone rang, and 
the voice of the Archduke himself;

BONDHOLDERS OF MO, PAC. 
ADVISED ON REORGANIZATION 


Told by Committee to Avoid Hasty 
Action or Any Van Sweringen 
Plan. 

The independent committee head- 
ed by Charles A. Beard, New York 
economist, has sent another letter 
to bondholders of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad warning against a 
quick reorganization of the railroad 
or one sponsored by the eontrolling 
Van Sweringen interests. 

Any such reorganization, Beard 
wrote, might block a Governmen- 
tal investigation and possible law- 
suits to recover for alleged misman- 
agement. Reorganization of the 
management and financial control 
was needed rather than a mere pa- 
per reorganization offering new se- 
curities for old, Beard declared. 

The letter asserted that bankers 
who were creditors of the Van 
Sweringen companies to the extent 
of about $48,000,000, an increase of 
about $8,000,000 in the last year, 
were seeking to represent Missouri 
Pacific bondholders through other 
committees. The loans, the letter 
continued, could not be “pulled 
out of the hole” unless the bankers 
could realize on the pledged collat- 
eral, which the independent com- 
mittee said was largely in the di- 
rect or indirect form of interests 
opposed to the rights of bondhold- 
ers. 

Control of the Missouri Pacific is 
in the Alleghany Corporation, also 
seeking reorganization under the 
amended bankruptcy law. The cor- 
poration is the holding company 
for the $2,000,000,000 railroad struc- 
ture of the Van Sweringen brothers 
of Cleveland. 


DOG IMPRISONED IN SEWER 
IN EAST ST, LOUIS RESCUED 


City Employes Rope Animal Which 
Spent Five Hours in 15- 
Inch Pipe. 


A small white dog was impris- 
oned for more than five hours in a 
15-inch sewer pipe underneath the

Two Men Force Seven 
Robbers Who  Boarded 
Train at Salt Lake City 
to Abandon Attempt.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Feb. 4. 
—The fearlessness of two mail 
clerks was credited today with frus- 
trating seven men in an attempt to 
hold up a moving railway mail car. 
The robbers fled quickly under a 
fusillade of shots fired by the clerks 
aboard Denver & Rio Grande West- 
ern train No. 2. Investigators be- 
lieve the men were amateurs, 

Officers throughout the vast 
Rocky Mountdin region were seek- 
ing a trace of the men tonight. 

Sam Tyree of Ogden, the train 
flagman, fell dead after running to 
a nearby freight train to spread the 
alarm. The death was ascribed to 
heart trouble. 

Operating in darkness and heavy 
fog, the seven men, all carrying re- 
volvers, boarded the train Saturday 
night as it stopped at the passen- 
ger station here upon arriving from 
the West. 

The robbers worked forward 
through the train as it pulled out 
for Denver. Three of the robbers 
covered the engineer, J. W. May- 
croft, and his fireman with their 
pistols, and took captive Conduc- 
tor George Hartnett. 

The captives said the holdup men 
forced them to order the mail 
clerks to open the car doors. The 
clerks, Leonard Duncan and R. R. 
Trottier, refused. 

The robbers then threatened to 
“dynamite” the mail cars, where 
upon Duncan and Trottier whipped 
out their own pistols and began 
firing. The gang broke and escaped 
in a truck standing nearby. 


HOUSE GROUP FOR $5,000,000 
FOR CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION 


Increases President’s Budget Fig- 
ure $300,000 for Department of 
Justice Unit. g 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The ap- 


propriations Committee today 
asked the House to overrule Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and give $5,000,000 
to the Justice Department’s divi- 
sion of investigation next fiscal 
year. President Roosevelt sent a 
budget message asking $4,700,000 
for the agency. 

Today, besides recommending $5,- 
000,000 the committee told the 
House: “Under the able leadership 
of the Attorney-General, remark- 
able results have been and are be- 
ing attained in the apprehension 
and conviction of desperate crim- 
inals.”’ 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the di- 
vision, told the committee how the 
work had been increased by the 
last Congress. To summarize just 
one new law—making it a Federal 
offense to rob a national bank—he 
reported there were 80 robberies. 
The results were: 18 persons con- 
victed, 52 awaiting trial and four 
killed by local officers. 

Out of 32 kidnapings since the 
Federal anti-kidnaping law was en- 
acted, he reported that all had been 
solved. But he rapped the “vicious” 
parole system, recalling that “Baby 
Face” Nelson had been paroled. One 
out of every eight persons arrested 
in kidnapings, Hoover testified, had 
received clemency through parole, 
probation, pardon, respite or “leave” 
from jail.

Widow ot Bellamy Says 
Novel Is Coming True 


Many Efforts Designed for Recovery Follow 
Plan of “Looking Backward,” 
She Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Feb. 4.— 
Mrs. Edward Bellamy, 74-year-old 
widow of Edward Bellamy, views 
the present economic situation as 
vindicating the economic philoso- 
phy set forth 40 years ago in his 
two famous books, “Looking Back- 
ward” and “Equality.” 

Many of the inventions and much 
of the social progress the philoso- 
pher-economist predicted have come 
to pass, she said, and she cited as 
examples woman suffrage, opera- 
tion of factories by unemployed for 
production for use only, shorter 
working week, the Tennessee Val- 
ley project, the autogiro, pneumatic 
tubes and many electrical appli- 
ances. 

“IT feel,” she asserted, “that the 
world is. at last beginning to catch 
up with Edward Bellamy.” She is 
especially pleased that Dr. Arthur 
Morgan, director of the Tennessee 
Valley Administration, is the au- 
thor of a biography of her late hus- 
band which will appear in the 
spring. 

Process of Evolution. 

“TIT have never doubted that the 
new order of society which Mr. Bel- 
lamy foresaw so clearly would come 
to pass,” said the widow. “It has 
always hurt me when there has 
been any suggestion that Mr. Bel- 
lamy felt the new order should be 
brought about through evolution. 

“He loved the United States with 
all his heart and he firmly believed 
that his plan of economic equality 
was in thorough keeping with the 
principles outlined in thé Declara- 
tion of Independence and the pre- 
amble of the Constitu':on. He was 
an evolutionist, not a revolutionist. 
Above all he believed in American 
democracy.” 

Mrs. Bellamy said she believed 
the Tennessee Valley project em- 
bodied more of the basic principles 
of Bellamy’s plan than any other 


measure undertaken by the Roose- 
velt administration. 
Expects Further Changes. 

“Within a few years,” she said, 
“IT expect to see more such develop- 
ments, and as I listen to President 
Roosevelt and other leaders empha- 
size that we must build a new order 
of society in which there is suffi- 
ciency for all, I feel that the world 
is at last beginning to catch up 
with Edward Bellamy. 

“I think a good example of the 
way in which his predictions are 
coming true is found in the taking

sections by unemployed for produc- 
tion for ‘use only. Mr. Bellamy 
prophesied the day would come 
when such a thing would happen, 
and also said the system of produc- 
tion for use would displace the 
mass production system. He also 
peredicted a shorter work week. 

The social philosophy of Bellamy, 
sometimes called the Bellamy plan, 
was expressed in his novel “Look- 
ing Backward,” published in 1887. 
He forecast a co-operative com- 
monwealth in which all labored for 
the common good. Poverty was ban- 
ished and slums had been eradi- 
cated. All agencies of production 
and distribution were operated for 
the benefit of all. 

In “Looking Backward,” the 
story is told by a man who fell into 
a mesmeric sleep in the latter part 
of the nineteenth century and 
awoke in the middle of the twenti- 
eth century to find the “Bellamy 
pina” in full operation in Boston. 
The book foretold many inventions 
now in common use, all of which 
were used in the co-operative com-

HUGO UNKERS, NOTED. 
PLANE DESINER, DIES 


German Manufacturer Suc- 
cumbs in Munich—Made 
First All-Metal Aircraft. 


By the Associated Press. 

DESSAU, Germany, Feb. 4.—Dr, 
Hugo Junkers, airplane and engine 
manufacturer, died at Munich on | 
his seventy-sixth birthday yester- 
day. He succumbed after an opera- 
tion. 

Having centered his energies for 
many years on the idea of con- 
structing a serviceable motor, Prof. 
Hugo Junkers in the early days of 
aviation began to interest hmself 
in the combination of airplane and 
motor. 

Back in 1910 he took out.a patent 
for a metal motor plane and two 
decades later more than one-third 
of the then existing world’s network 
of air services were flying planes 
bearing the name of Prof. Junkers, 

Europe-to-United States-Flight. 

The most noteworthy feat of a 
Junkers plane was the east to west 
flight across the Atlantic Ocean, 
made by ‘ Baron von Huenefeld, 
Capt. Koehl and Maj. Fitzmaurice. 
It was the first time the flight from 
Europe to the American continent 
had been accomplished. 

Another mark established by a 
Junkers plane was the endurance 
record of 66 hours, which hater was 
broken in the United States by 
planes that refueled in the air. 

The significance of Junkers air- 
planes in international service was 
shown by the increase in service 
between 1921 and 1926. In the for- 
mer year Junkers carried 2230 pas- 
séngers a total of 210,000 miles, 
while five years later the passen- 
gers numbered 110,000 and were 
carried over a total mileage of 4,- 
270,000. 

When the gas motors of Otto and 
Daimler first made their appear- 
ance in the world of technics, Prof. 
Junkers quickly realized that mo- 
tors were destined to become a 
dominating factor in the mechan- 
ical world. He began to specialize 
on the new type of machinery and 
in partnersh:» with Oechelhaeuser 
in 1889 founded an_ experimental 
station for gas motors at Dessau. 
The purpose of the station was to 
study the all-important problem of 
the temperature of motors during 
the process of combustion. The 
station became the nucleus of the 
great Junkers Airplane Construc- 
tion Works at Dessau.. 

Prof. Junkers was born Feb. 3, 
1859, in the Rhenish city of Rheydt. 
Hie father was owner of a weaving 
mill. The son, after his gymnasium 
education, studied mechanioal en- 
gineering at the Polytechnic of Ber- 
lin, Karlsruhe and Aix-la-Chapelle, 
and at the age of 24 passed the ex-

amination as governmental engin- 
eer’s assistant. 

After several years of experimen- 
tal work, during which he produced 
a number of inventions, Prof. Junk- 
'ers in 1897 accepted a call to the 
| polytechnic of Aix-la-Chapelle, 
| where for 14 years he lectured on 
| the technic of heat. 

Prof. Junkers was married and 
the father of 12 children, 11 of 
whom grew to be adults. 

One of the important early inven- 
tions of Prof. Junkers was the 
Junkers’ kalorimeter, which he 
evolved during his studies at Des 
sau experimental station. The kal- 
orimeter is a thermometer for 
measuring minutely a motor’s heat- 
ing power during combustion. It 
was patented in 1892 and came into 
world-wide use, 

In 1895 Prof. Junkers founded the 
firm of Junkers & Co. at Dessau, 
which, besides manufacturing the 
| kalorimeter, also made gas stoves 
‘and other heating apparatus. Dur- 
‘ing the years he lectured at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, he continued his efforts 
towards producing the motor of his 
dreams. 

It was not until 1913, however, 
that he was satisfied that he had 
-accomplised that, and in that year 
‘established a motor plant at Mad- 
geburg, from which the Junkers 
Motor Works at Dessau eventually 
grew. 

After the war, when the works at 
Dessau began to flourish, Prof, 
Junkers propagated a working 
agreement between German and 
‘foreign air services which, so far 

as Germany was concerned, was 
later consummated by the forma- 
| tion of the Lufthansa,

HITLER TO ENLARGE 
OLD BERLIN SQUARE 


Reichsfuehrer Wants It for 
Meeting Place to Accomodate 
30,000 Persons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, Feb. 4.—The Lustgar- 
ten, Berlin’s oldest square, facing 
the former Royal Palace, will un- 


dergo considerable changes under 
a plan approved by Reichsfuehrer 
Adolf Hitler. 

The scheme pursues the two-fold 
aim of beautifying the square by 
restoring its old, dignified lines, and 
of enlarging it to create an open-air 
meeting place with room for 30,000 
persons. 
vides for removal from the center 
of an equestrian statue of King 
Frederick William III of Prussia 
and of a huge granite basin, more 
than a century old and hewn out of 
one block, from in front of the steps 
of the old museum to the north of 
the Lustgarten. 

The square dates to the late six- 
teenth century. It was originally a 
garden providing the supplies of the 
then electoral palace. It underwent 
its first changes under the great 
elector of Brandenburg, who had 
the garden reconstructed along 
Dutch lines. King Frederick Wil- 
liam I, father of Frederick the 
Great, converted it into a drill- 
ground for his soldiers. 


Again Becomes Garden. 

One hundred years later, about 
1828. after construction of the old 
museum by Karl Friedrich Schin- 
kel, the Lustgarten was once more 
transformed into a garden. It was 
opened to the public as a “pleasure 
garden.” 

The Lustgarten is bounded on the 
south by the Royal Palace erected 
by the Elector, Frederick II, in 
1443-51. The original building has 
undergone manifold alterations, the 
most important of which were car- 
ried out by Andreas Schlueter about 
1700 under Frederick I, the first 
King of Prussia. On the north the 
square is bounded by the Old Mu- 
seum, a masterpiece by Schinkel. 

The famous granite basin, erected 
in 1827, more than seven meters in 
diameter, and the monument of 
Frederick William III, which dates 
to 1871, interrupted the view of the 
fine front of that building, with its 
noble classical lines. It is now 
planned to place the granite basin 
sideways to the east, facing the ca- 
thedral—the only modern building 
surrounding the Lustgarten. 

Cathedral Is Not Rated High. 

The Cathedral, though certainly 
a massive-looking building, is not 
much appreciated by. connoisseurs, 
being considered by them an exam- 
ple of what is ironicaJly named here 
“Emperor William's baroque.” 

The monument of the Prussian 
King will find its new location at 
the west side of the square. It will 
occupy part of an empty road from 
which formerly the traditional 21 
shots were fired to announce the 
birth of a Hohenzollern prince. 

It is further planned to enlarge 
the square by 15 meters toward the 
Royal Palace. Speakers will be 
able to address open-air meetings 
from three platforms—the ramp of 
the Royal Palace, the steps leading 
to the Old Museum and the socle of 
the monument.

OO often a player decides after 
T a casual glance at the dummy

Nervous Strains 
May React Later 
In Life on Child 


By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 


F cause and effect always showed 
up at once in children it would 
be far easier to be sure that they 
and 


I 


would grow up into normal 
healthy adults. 

The difficulty is that a child will 
grow and develop normally over a 
period of years and then suddenly 
develop the most alarming and in- 
explicable symptoms the roots of 
which are buried in the past. 

One child will suddenly grow bald 
or lose large patches of hair. No 
He 
may be suffering from a _ nerve 
shock which took place. years be- 
fore. Another child at adolescence 
will develop nervous twitchings or 
hysterical outbursts. The cause 
may be overstrain on the emotions 
which did not show until the extra 
drain of adolescence brought out 
every weakness in the child’s sys- 
tem, 

Parents are very apt to think that 
if a child comes through a period of 
strain and stress of any kind with 
no immediate bad effects the dan- 
ger of trouble is successfully 
passed. 

But because one child comes out 
unscathed is no reason to suppose 
that another will do the same, Nor 
is there any way of knowing before- 
hand which child will suffer. The 
apparently phlegmatic and silent 
child whom nothing seems to af- 
fect may be the very one who will 
eventually develop serious nervous 
symptoms or settled melancholy, 
while the high-strung, emotional 
youngster may never be the worse 
for the strain, 

As far as possible children should 
be spared emotional situations or 
nervous strains which are beyond 
and outside of their limited experi- 
ence of life. If, for any reason, they 
must be subjected to such things, 
it is well to encourage them to give 
expression to their feelings and not 
to bottle them up until at some fu- 
ture date they explode disastrously.

The 
eight of clubs is led. If East re- 
fuses to cover, North lets it ride. 
No matter what East does, how- 
ever, the next play is the king of 
diamonds. East wins with the ace 
and presumably returns another 
heart. North painlessly extracts 
East’s last two trumps and claims 
the rest of the tricks. 

Had North trumped the third 
spade with the deuce of clubs, the 
contract could not have been made. 
All East has to do is to cover 
North’s nine of clubs with his jack 
in order to block the suit.

day, a fact which I could not fail to 
cnow—-and profited by accordingly. 
Modern educators assure me that 
my conclusions and reactions were 
both correct. But this twentieth- 
century discovery didn’t help me or 
my exasperated elders. 

As for elders, at 10 I al- 
ready had formed definite conclu- 
sions as to their characters and the 
way they conducted their world. 
Outside of a few idolized excep- 
tions, I considered them to be silly, 
cowardly, dishonest, stupid, greedy, 
spoiled humans who had made a 
terrible mess of something which 
should have been shining and 
thrilling. 

Now that I'm fifty and an elder 
myself, I know I was absolutely 
right. If only the youngsters were 
permitted to say what they think 
of us; if only we were forced . to 
listen and act on their suggestions 

what a different world this ‘would 
be! 

Yet all this time, while I was 
raising every form of Cain which 
my lively imagination could con- 
ceive, I was also living another life 
—a secret, ecstatic life of the senses 
which fed voraciously on the ad- 
venture about me, and on the beau- 
ty which those weary, discouraged 
Nice People around me struggled 
so desperately to achieve. That pas- 
sionate pageant of the rutted road: 
that blazing heave and swoop of 
sky and hill—they were like a trum- 
pet calling in my eager ears. And 
there were smaller but equally 
poignant wonders: 

Our garden—a_ forlorn-enough 
thing it was in those earliest years.

Roses, heliotrope, mig- 
nonette, Annunciation lilies; blue 
Spanish figs. silver olives; bou- 
gainvillaea flinging its magenta 
web over gray adobe walls; cactus 
thrusting black - barbed blades 
through green moonlight. And 
through wit all, that odor that was 
the West—that mingled odor of 
orange blossoms, gold tailings from 
the smelter, sour wine, fish nets, 
mud flats. The bending, blurring 
loveliness of gum trees in the rain. 
Wet mats of Christmas violets. 
Beauty! About everything else I 
was curious, questioning, pestering. 
But about that secret, magic world

of Beauty I asked no questions. It 
was then, as it is for me now, 
ecstasy and cscape. 

Dreaming, reading, watching the 
show—these were the only things I 
wanted to do. And against all pleas 
and punishments, for the first 12 
vears of my life I did these three 
things, and these three only. 


Then, flaring like a comet across 
that vague, shadowy world of 
childhood, came another interest. 
An Absolutely Reprehensible inter- 
est according to the standards of 
those times; a delight which could 
only be indulged in furtively. I be- 
came crazy about Boys. An ardor 
which, I regret to add, they usually 
failed to reciprocate, so it wasn't 
either comfortable or convenient. 

Growing up. Growing up against 
the most dramatic background in 
America, yet not realizing that it 
was dramatic or even unusual. Ab- 
sorbing it all, without knowing 
what it meant or speculating as to 
what it would do to me. 

Even as I watched, the’ scene 
changed. An old world passed; a 
new world was in the making. The 
gold boom was over; so was the 
wheat boom. Of] stocks took all 
Dad's spare change. But an oil 
stock couldn’t swagger in purple 
chaps, with spurs on its tall, tilting 
heels. Miners no longer shot up 
the town: stevdores no longer sang, 
bronze-naked, in the grain sheds. 
Nor did shanghaied sailors drop 
limply through the floors of water- 
front dives into a rocking boat. 

Grapevines crimsoned in the val- 
leys of the Sacramento and the San 
Joaquin. Miners shuffled sadly back 
to San Francisco and took regular 
jobs. The hoodlums stopped ston- 
ing the Chinese laundrymen. The 
W. C. T. U. began to make a fuss 
about our 57 Saloons. 

But it was still the West. There 
were. still broncho-bustings,  pig- 
stickings, Portuguese Holy Ghost 
festivals, Mexican shivarees. And 
we still had our distinctively West- 
ern way of settling things. ° 

Going down to the station to see 
mv sister, Winnie, off to the uni- 
versity, | saw a mob walk on a 
man's face. Nobody did anything 
about it. The men opined he had 
it coming to him. What did he ex- 
pect, using loaded dice in a friendly 
game? 

Incidents like that. Nature at 
her frankest. All, of course, ver- 
boten to Nice Girls. But what child 
ever refused a free pass to any- 
thing? Certainly not this one! 
Whatever it was, I took it all in, 
stored it away. Learned, uncon- 
Sciously, how to he brave—or to 
poker-face my terrors if 1 wasn't.

Life was teaching me. So was my 
father.

I was taking 
everything in, but I hadn't, as yet, 
begun to reach out. However, if I 
had no practical plan, I had many

| Hungry Man. Not a tramp, but 
an obviously Nice Man who 
stood talking to my father at the 
kitchen door.

SAID previously that the most 
| important element in the treat- 

ment of pneumonia is to go to 
bed as soon as there are any inti- 
mations that it has taken hold. 
There is nothing that is so likely 
to break down resistance in the 
face of an infection in the lungs 
as the attempt some people make 
to walk it off or wear it out by 
working. It is particularly the suc- 
cessful type of business man, who 
has always been able to impose his 
will on an entire organization, who 
thinks he can also bluff Nature, 
and who often does it to his cost. 

Perhaps the most important im- 
provement in our treatment of 
pneumonia over the method used 
by our grandfathers is that of the 
use of fresh air. It took a long time 
for man to learn that fresh air was 
a tonic to the lungs and not a detri- 
ment. Even if the air is cold, even 
if the day is snowy and rainy, it is 
better to have plenty of fresh air 
than to be shut up tight in a warm 
room. In fact, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that the lowering of the inci- 
dence of pneumonia is due to the 
fact that we ventilate our rooms 
better than we used to, and to the 
new science of air conditioning. 

It was an English practitioner, 
George Bodington, who shocked all 
of his neighbors and patients and 
his colleagues by suggesting that 
people with lung disease should get 
out in the open air. So great was 
the opposition to his ideas that he 
was compelled to desist treating 
such patients and take up institu- 
tional work. But about the turn of 
the century his doctrines were re- 
vived by Dr. Northrup, children’s 
specialist, in New York, who put 
his babies with pneumonia out on 
the roof, no matter what the weath- 
er. 

“Why compel a person to take 
five breaths when three breaths 


will do?” was the question he asked 
all critics of his method. | 

We find today that pneumonia | 
patients certainly get enough fresh | 
air. The sick room of the pneu-| 
monia patient, instead of being the | 
stuffy, airtight apartment that it | 
used to be, today discloses the pa- 
tient with a sweater on, the nurse | 
with a sweater and coat and gloves | 
and a woolen cap. Sometimes I 
think we rather overdo it, and that 
with sick and feeble patients it is 
not necessary to be quite so strenu- 
ous. Certainly when the patient's 
body must be exposed in order to 
change the bedclothes and for oth- 
er purposes, the room should be 
warmed up to the point of com- 
fort. But under any circumstances, 
fresh air is a great improvement 
over the old suffocation treatment. 

A modification, and perhaps an 
improvement on the use of fresh 
air, is the oxygen tent which in- 
creases the number of atmospheres 
of oxygen which the patient is 
breathing. Where an oxygen room | 
or an oxygen tent is available, it | 
should be put in use before the pa- | 
tient is in extreme danger. | 

In the matter of drugs we have 
nothing that can be called extreme- | 
lv effective. The heart and cir-| 
culatory system is the most vul-| 
nerable point in pneumonia, and | 
when the time comes it must be 
supported. Every physician has 
his favorite drug in pneumonia, and | 
the fact that he believes in it so) 
implicitly is probably good med- | 
icine, as his confidence is communi- | 
cated to the patient and the family. |

The Relation 
Of Security 
And Liberty 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


NEASY lies the head of the Dic- 

tator. Having seized power by 
force, he rules by force and fear. 
Tyranny reigns by terror. 

Ever so often a Dictator smells 
a plot, calls out his firing squads, 
and has what he calls a “purge.” 
That is, people are rounded up, shot 
down, or sent to prison to rot, many 
of them probably innocent. 

It was so in Germany last June, 
when Hitler stunned the world by 
acts of cruelty beyond belief. With- 
out process of law, or else by trials 
that were travesties, men were 
slaughtered like sheep. 

It is.so in Russia today, where 
Stalin makes the Red Terror redder 
by his ruthless brutality. Who 
knows whether the hundreds~ of 
men who disappeared in Italy years 
ago are dead or alive? 

They were spirited away no one 
knows where, nor to what fate. Not 
only in frequent “purges,” with 
wholesale executions, but every day 
the same sort of thing goes on, 
talked of in whispers, or hushed 
up. 

Such acts are in fact “defense re- 
actions,” as a psychologist would 
say. A Mussolini or a Stalin feels 
his insecurity. The national senti- 


| ment which surrounds a hereditary 


ruler, or a president elected by 
popular vote, is lacking. They do 
not have all the people with them. 

They live in fear—perpetually in 
fear. At all costs they must ut- 
terly destroy their foes; they must 
put down opposition. They do not 
know how to win favor—they can 
only command and crush. 

In the new proletarian world men 
seem willing to give up liberty in 
behalf of security, but in fact they 
lose both. If we cannot have liberty 
without some security, we cannot 
keep security without liberty. 

At any rate, to rule by fear is 
futile; it does not last. Fear is a 
weapon that turns in the hand of 
him who wields it. Sooner or later 
the new dictators will be driven out 
in a bloody purge. 

Love of liberty is as deep as life 
itself. It may be thwarted for a 
time, frustrated and denied, but in 
the end it will have its way. Man 
cannot live without liberty—he will 


not be a robot!
